Indictments Slated 
In Four East Cities 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Nixon administra- 
tion’s “law and order” team says it is near a break­ 
through in its campaign against organized racketeers. 
Its first major dent into the syndicate is expected 
next week in a round of indictments by federal grand 
juries in four Northeastern cities. 
Justice Department officials describe the effort 
against organized crime as the most successful of sev­ 
eral of its anti-crime programs. 
And Asst. Atty. Gen. Will R. Wilson, chief of the 
department’s criminal division, said, in an interview, 
the most “definite results in the form of indictments” 
are still to come — probably next spring. 
“There’s been a determined effort,” Wilson said, 
“to come to grips with the heart of the rackets prob­ 
lem in our big cities.”

Voting Rights 


lest Expected 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Nixon administration is facing 
its first congressional test on 
civil rights over a voting rights 
bill branded "a sham and a sub­ 
terfuge” by a leading Demo­ 
cratic opponent. 
Rep. Emanuel Ceiler, D-N.Y., 
who helped write the law the 
President wants replaced by his 
bill, told the House Wednesday 
the administration proposal is 
designed 
to 
appease 
Nixon 
Southern aupporters. 
But House Republican Leader 
Gerald R. Ford, who was ex­ 
pected to bring Nixon’s bill up 
late today, said it w'ould be 
“wrong and shameful” to ex­ 
tend the present law as most 
Democrats and some Republi­ 
cans want. 
Ceiler is supporting a bill that 
would continue for 5 more years

The act expires next August.

EAST LANSING (AP)-M ich­ 
igan’s three major universities 
rank among the top 25 in the 
nation 
in enrollment 
figures, 
according to a report relayed 
to Michigan State University. 
MSU leads the state’s institu­ 
tions as lith in the nation both 
in fulltime students and total 
enrollment. 
The University of Michigan is 
16th in fulltime students and 
17th in total enrollment. Wayne 
State University is 23rd in both 
categories. 
The 50th annual survey of 
college enrollments was pre­ 
pared by Dr Garland Parker, 
vice provost for admissions and 
records at the University of Cin­ 
cinnati. It was based on returns 
from 1,145 accredited colleges 
and universities. 
The State University of New 
York, with its many campuses, 
ranked first in total enrollment 
with 286.707 and in fulltime stu­ 
dents with 179.107. 
In total enrollment, according 
to the report, MSU has 50.085 
students compared with 49,515 a 
year ago.

Is It Worth While 
To Save City Ghettos? 


The federal government has conjured up a 
cancer scare about w’hich it admits it has no 
proof while, in effect, downgrading the prov­ 
able dangers of addictive drugs. 
Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare 
Robert Finch in mid-October banned for general 
use the dietary substitute for sugar, cyclamate, 
w’hich is used in many low calorie drinks and 
foods. He admitted there is no evidence that 
cyclamates are harmful to humans. 
The ban, which was scheduled for the first 
of the year, would have wrecked a considerable 
part of a $1 billion industry because rats de­ 
veloped tumors after sustained consumption of 
massive doses of cyclamate. 
Finch now has restricted the range of his 
ban. Cyclamates will be permitted in foods whose 
labels clearly warn of the inclusion of the sugar 
substitute. 
On the other side, the Justice Department is 
pushing for the reduction of the narcotics pen­ 
alty from a felony to a misdemeanor. Imprison­ 
ment for a first offense would be reduced from 
two to IO years to a maximum of one year. Fines 
would be cut from a maximum of $20,000 to 
$5,000. 
The argument for reducing drug abuse pen­ 
alties is that it will lead to improved law en­ 
forcement “and better respect for the law.” 
Carried to its logical absurdity, this argu­ 
ment would lead to the elimination of any law 
that is broken. After all, there can’t be any dis­ 
respect for law’s that don’t exist. 
Even stranger than the logic involved is the 
fact that the government tries to discourage the 
use of cyclamates, admitting it has no proof 
that they cause cancer in humans, w’hile reduc­ 
ing the punishment for the abuse of dangerous 
drugs which clearly threaten the health and 
lives of people.

Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge, whose long 
diplomatic career brought him into repeated con­ 
tact with the Communists, on resigning as the 
chief American negotiator at the Paris peace 
talks charged the Communists — the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese — with refusal to make 
any efforts to bring a just peace to Vietnam.

NEW YORK (AP) — This na­ 
tion and other growing nations 
might be able to pay for their 
social needs if only they could 
order a moratorium on growing 
aspirations. But that day, hu­ 
man nature prescribes, will nev­ 
er come. 
It appears inevitable instead 
for new desires to emerge al­ 
most simultaneously with the 
satisfaction of old ones. And in a 
way this is probably just as 
well, for it keeps all of us striv­ 
ing to produce. 
The immediate result, howev­ 
er. is a tendency to spend be­ 
yond income, to avoid reality, to 
dream, and thus to face crises 
from time to time in personal, 
family and governmental bud­ 
gets.

Pollution Falls 


HOUGHTON — Pollution Is 
declining in Portage Lake, ac­ 
cording to research conducted 
by Dr. James D. Spain of Mich­ 
igan Tech. 
“The flushing action caused 
by currents from Lake Super­ 
ior and 
the Sturgeon River 
apparently has kept 
Portage 
Lake relatively free of most 
pollution accumulations 
from

currents which originate from 
outside sources, began during 
the summer of 1968 and is ex­ 
pected to continue until next 
spring.

“Superior is the greatest of 
the three sources which cause 
Portage Ijake to be flushed out 
with about two times its vol­ 
ume of water each year,” Dr. 

“The percentage of 
Superior water in Portage Lake 
varies by sea son from a low

Court Rules On 
Ownership Of 
Christmas Trees 


LANSING (AP) — Christmas 
trees are a crop and may be 
harvested by the grower even 
though the land they grow on 
belongs to another person, the 
State Appeals Court has ruled. 
The Appeals Count opinion up­ 
held a similar ruling by Ottawa 
County Circuit Court Judge Ray­ 
mond L. Smith. 
The court sand in 1965. Elwyn 
Groth sold a growing crop of 
Christmas trees. The next year 
he fold 80 acres of land on which 
the trees were growing to a 
second party, Ronald Stilson. 
The circuit court held that the 
Christmas trees belonged to the 
first purchaser. 
“Christmas fa-ees, under Mich­ 
igan statutes and case prece­ 
dents are a crop.” the appeals 
court said.

Michign's third salmon fishing season is now a matter of i 
history. During those three years there have been many prob­ 
lems, but a vast majority of those who fish for salmon still 
think they’re a pretty decent, hard-fighting game fish. 
The Department of Natural Resources (DNR) was worried, 
earlier this year, that Food and Drug Administration tests show­ 
ing large amounts of DDT in comercially marketed coho would 
scare anglers away from fishing for the big fish. It didn’t. 
Great Lakes salmon fishermen never had it so good. Ac­ 
cording to DNR statistics, an estimoted 175,000 coho and chinook 
weighing a total of almost two million pounds were caught this 
year in Lake Michigan alone. That’s a hell of a lot of fish. 
Creel census figures from the DNR indicated that 132,006 
coho and 43,000 chinook were reeled in during the big salmon 
season. 
This year’s chinook run was very impressive, considering 
it was the first year during which anglers tangled with adult 
“kings” from Lake Michigan. These fish are expected to run 
up to fifty pounds by the time next salmon season comes around. 
An interesting statistic is that nearly half the salmon were 
caught in Michigan streams on their way to spawn. Fisheries 
experts said they thought this high harvest was due to liberalized 
rules which permitted anglers to keep foul-hooked salmon. 
Next year’s salmon fishery in the Great Lakes should be 
even better, and this will be especially true for anglers in the 
Delta-Schoolcraft-Menominee counties area. 
The salmon run on the Whitefish River came a little too 
late for the U. P. weather. The run at Thompson was the same 
way. Next year, however, things will change. 
An even heavier plant, 160.000 smolts, was placed in the 
Whitefish River during the spring of 1069. These fish will re­ 
turn as adults in 1970. This heavier plant should make for 
better fishing and a longer catching season, since fish, even 
in the same stocking, mature and return to spawm at varying 
times. 
At Thompson, we will see the return of the Alaskan breed 
of coho salmon. These fish start to congregate off Thompson 
Creek in late July. The first plantings of coho at Thompson 
were of the Alaskan variety, but a shortage of available eggs 
forced the DNR to plant the late-running Oregon breed early 
in the spring of 1968. That’s why this year’s run was so late. 
In the spring of 1969, 35,000 Alaskan coho were planted in 
Thompson Creek. They will return late in the summer of 1970 
as five to ten pound mature fish. 
These two plants of different breeds of coho assure area 
fishermen of a prolonged salmon season next year. It would be 
a great help, however, if the DNR would do a better job of 
keeping track of just where the salmon are, and informing the 
fishermen, so they can catch more fish. 
This year, anglers were given vague information as to the 
•almon’* whereabouts until the big fish started to run area 
streams. More information is needed as to their movements 
through Little Bay de Noc and along the north shore of Green 
Bay. 
Personally, I thought this year’s salmon runs were as good 
as they should be, I like fishing for solmon, but I think there 
are enough of them being planted right now to provide an ex- 1 
cellent fishery for Michigan anglers. 
If the DNR wants to increase its plantings in the Great 
Lakes then they should turn to ssteelhead and brown trout. These ! 
fish have already proven that they can provide o good open 
water fishery, and they all don’t die after their third year. 
Michigan has an excellent salmon program, but it shouldn't 
cause cutbacks in the hatchery production of other game fish 
such as trout ,bass, walleye, pike, muskellunge and pantieh. 
During recent years, cutbacks in other fish stocking programs 
hive been caused by young salmon taking up hatchery space.
